Beaches Ordered Cleared 


After 15 minutes. McDaniel said

Ader (base p rovost 
marshal) that when they get me 
I'll be dead.” 
McDaniel went to a butcher shop 
and got a lift to M argate wh^re 
he told p olice what hap p ened.

At 10:50 a.m., about 50 minutes 
after his shooting sp ree began, 
Green drew up at the Broadstairs 
Pleasure Pier. Fred Beecham, a 
car p ark attendant, went up to 
tell the driver he couldn’t p ark at 
that sp ot. 
“The man leap ed out brandish­ 
ing a gun,” Beacham said. “He 
had a revolver stuck in his belt. 
“ He brushed p ast me shouting 
‘If they want me they can come 
and get m e’. He ran up the beach 
like a greyhound,” 
The Broadstairs beach was still 
p acked with p eop le who had not 
heard the p olice warnings. Green 
p icked his way p ast deck chairs 
and kids making sand castles. He 
made for the rocks at the North 
Freland Lighthouse, a famous land­ 
mark for English Channel ship p ing. 
Minutes later U.S. Air Force p o­ 
lice swep t on the beach, warning 
the remaining holidaymakers to 
take cover. 
More armed men took p osts in 
the clifftop above the rocks. Others 
dosed in from Joss Bay. Green 
was surrounded. 
By now the beaches were emp ty 
of holidaymakers. The armed U.S. 
air p olice and unarmed British p o­ 
lice slowly moved in on the fugi­ 
tive.

JACKSON, Miss., Aug. 24 (4V-

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Americans Dig 
Deep To Assist 
fiooid Victims 


Ingersoll Will 
Head 7th Fleet 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 24 i/P 
Americans are digging deep into 
their p ockets to help victim.s of 
the Northeastern states’ floods. 
And token aid, at least, i.s start­ 
ing to trickle in from Red Cross 
organizations overseas. 
This was the word today from 
the American Red Cross in the 
wake of two ap p eals by President 
Eisenhower for generous contribu­ 
tions to aid the hungry, the home­ 
less and other distres.sed p ersons 
in devastated areas of six states. 
Albert W. Wold, the Red Cross’ 
national director of fund-raising, 
described the early p ublic resp onse 
as “ most favorable and enthusias­ 
tic.” 


President Given Credit 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 24 .4>)-The 
Navy today named Rear Adm. 
Stuart H. Ingersoll, former assist­ 
ant chief of naval op erations and 
a veteran airman, to command the 
U. S. 7th Fleet in the F ar East, 
He succ^ds Vice Adm. A. 
Pride. 
The 7th Fleet has long been the 
Navy’s mainstay in the Pacific in 
the Korean fighting and around 
such sensitive trouble sp ots as 
Formosa. 
When Ingersoll assumes com­ 
mand in December or January he 
will be p romoted to vice adm iral. 
For the p ast two years he has been 
chief of staff to Adm. Gerauld 
Wright, commander in chief, At­ 
lantic Fleet. 
Before Ingersoll takes over from 
Pride he will confer with Navy of­ 
ficials here and then visit several 
F ar East countries to get a first 
hand p icture of conditions in the 
area of his command. 
Pride will comp lete a two-year 
tour of duty as 7th Fleet com­ 
mander next November. The Navy 
has not announced his reassign­ 
ment. 
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The 
Red 
Cross 
official 
gave 
much of the credit to President 
Eisenhower, who has made ap ­ 
p eals at Denver and, only yester­ 
day, at Hartford. Conn., for wide­ 
sp read contributions to the Red 
Cross disaster fund. 
Red Cross assistance i.s on an 
individual family basis and falls 
into two classes; 
1. Meeting immediate emergency 
needs of families for food, cloth- 
^i-|ing, shelter and medical aid. 
2. Help ing families return to nor­ 
mal 
living—giving 
families 
the 
funds they can’t afford themselves, 
without undue hardship , for long­ 
term housing and other needs. 
No goal has been set for the 
current fund drive but officials es­ 
timate the aid extended in the six 
states will run well over five mil­ 
lion dollars, and local Red Cross 
agencies have set up quotas on 
that basis. Some—York, Pa., for 
instance—have decided to go be­ 
yond such quotas.

From historic Indep endence Hall, 
President Eisenhower warned Rus­ 
sia today that America never will 
buy p eace at a p rice of accep ting 
Soviet “violations of the rights of 
men and of nations.”

Found Far Out In Atlantic 


MIAMI, Fla., Aug. 24 (iP — A 
small, tightly-wound hurricane, the 
fifth of the season, was found far 
out in the Atlantic today in the 
same section of the trop ical storm 
belt 
that 
sp awned 
Connie 
and 
Diane. 
Named Edith, the new hurricane 
had winds of 80 miles an hour over 
small area near the center. It 
was moving in a west-northwest 
to northwest direction and at 4:30 
p .m. EST was near latitude 21.3 
north and longitude 55.3 west. 
That location p laces it some 750 
miles 
northeast 
of 
San 
Ju5n, 
Puerto Rico, and about 1,600 miles 
from both Miami and Cap e Hal­ 
teras, N. C. 
“Not too much is known about it 
now,” storm forecaster Cecil Gen­ 
try said. “We will know more 


about its p ath and sp eed when we 
get more observations.” 
An Air Force p lane from Ber­ 
muda first got into the storm this 
afternoon when it was sent out to 
look at an easterly wave that 
weathermen had been watching. 
The p lane radioed back that the 
hurricane winds were found close 
in around the eye of the storm. 
Gales extend 150 miles to the north 
and east and 50 miles to the south 
and west. 
“Indications are for continued 
west-northwest to nortt^west move­ 
ment at 12 to 14 miles p er hour 
during the next 24 hours with 
gradual increase in size and in­ 
tensity,” the Weather Bureau re­ 
p ort^ in its first advisory. 
Ship s in the area were advised 
to use caution.

jet fighter has set the world’s first 
official sp eed record for an air­ 
p lane flying fa.ster than sound. 
Col. Horace A. Hanes, director of 
flight test at Edwards Air Force 
Ba.se, Calit., flew a North Ameri­ 
can FlOOC Sup er Sabre at a sp eed 
of more than 800 miles an hour 
over Southern California last Sat­ 
urday. The flight was first rep orted 
by the Lo.s Angeles Times Satur­ 
day. 
Many jet p lanes have exceeded 
the sp eed of sound, and rocket 
craft have flown at more than 
twice the sp eed of sound. But here­ 
tofore there has been no way of 
timing the flights accurately. 
Sp ecially designed cam eras and 
clocking equip ment used for the 
I first time recorded Hanes’ flight. 


The exact sp eed reached, the al­ 
titude and other facbs will be an­ 
nounced by the Air Force at the 
National Aircraft Show in Phila 
deip hia Sep t, 5. 
lianes is scheduled to receive the 
Thomp son Trop hy, one of several 
awards p resented annually at that 
show, for a new record for 15 to 
25 kilometers—about 37 to 62 miles 
—over a straight course. 
The p resent sp eed record i.s 755 
miles an hour, set by Lt. Col. F.K. 
(Pete) Everest in a YFIOOA over 
the same Southern California des­ 
ert course in October 1953, This 
mark was just under the Sfiecd of 
sound.

Mark Set By American Jet 


WASHINGTON. Aug 24 (*u-The

jet fighter has set the world’s first 
official speed record for an a ir­ 
plane flying faster than sound. 
Col. Horace A. Hanes, director of 
flight test at Edw ards Air Force 
Base, Calif., flew a North A m eri­ 
can FI GOC! Super Sabre at a speed 
of m ore than 800 miles an hour 
over Southern California last Sat­ 
urday. The flight was first reported 
by the l/>s Angeles Times S atur­ 
day.

W A SH IN G T O N -T he “ Fund for 
the R epublic” has been given a 
gra nt of $15,000,000 from the F ord 
Foundation "to su pport activities 
d irected tow ard the elim ination of 
restrictions on freedom of thought, 
inquiry 
and 
expression 
in

U nited S ta te s.” 


But, judging from its annual re ­ 
po rt just issued, the "F u nd for the 
R epublic” is prim a rily interested 
in inv estiga ting'the inv estigators— 
the persons and institutions w ho 
recognize tha t a C om m unist con­ 
spiracy has existed in the U nited 
S tates and still exists. 
N ow here in the report is there 
any m ention of the m ost serious 
restriction—indeed, discrim ination 
—practiced by the C ongress of the 
U nited S tates in prohibiting c or­ 
porations and lab or unions from

N or can c or­ 
porations deduct for tax purposes

Hay fever sufferers will get scant com fort 
from the opinion expressed in scientific circles 


that ragweed, the source of much of their m isery, 
could be elim inated from the whole of the United 


States but only at a cost that would bankrupt the 


country, 
An estim ate of the cost of such an operation 


is given in the wake of a survey of the possibility 


of elim inating the w eed, conducted by the Am eri­ 


can Foundation for A llergic Diseases in New York. 


Cost of a com plete victory over ragweed was placed 


at a yearly expenditure equal to the present nation­ 


al debt, to be repeated annually without a break 


in each of the next 40 years. 


The foundation expresses the belief that the 


large sums spent every year by various com m uni­ 


ties attempting to eradicate ragweed are of little 
benefit to fever sufferers. 
The ragweed pollen 


count in New York City, where in nine years 


$750,000 has been spent to rout the weed, was 


found to be just as high as ever. At the same time 
a pollen check on a ship far off the coast brought 


a count equal to the N ew York City findings. 


The plight of hay fever sufferers is too real to 


give the source of their torm ent free range. Of 


course it is assumed the foundation would recom ­ 
m end that efforts and m oney expended heretofore 
toward ridding the country of ragweed should now 


be used fqr som e other approach— such as medical 


research aimed at arm ing the human body against 


an allergen with which man may have to learn 


to coexist.

The Landy Case 


T hree principles are involved in the case of Eugene 
W illiam Landy which cannot be ignored no m atter how 
the Navy eventually decides the m atter. 
Principle No. I. Eugene Landy went into the U. S. 
M erchant Marine Academy at Kings Point, Long Island, 
in 1951. Surely, there was a screening of his record as 
there always is. 
We do not here have a Major P eress 
case in which the Army was totally negligent and then 
tried to cover up. By som etim e in 1952, the Navy knew 
all about this boy and his m other. Nothing was said to 
the boy about his being unfit because he was born of 
the wrong m other. He was perm itted to go on, to m ake 
a brilliant record, to win prizes, to come out second in 


his class.

Then the Navy, on graduation day. take* the 
brutal action of refusing him the reward for his work. 
This is Inept, inefficient and from a moral stand­ 
point. altogether improper handling of a human being. 
This is wrecking the life of a citiien, not for his own 


conduct, but for his mother’s. 


Principle No. 2. Landy is being held responsible for 
the conduct of his m other. That is a Communist, not an 
Am erican practise. The A m erican philosophy of life is 
th at each individual stands alone before God and the law, 
accountable for his own conduct, responsible only for 


him self. 
The foundation of personal responsibility before God 
is to be found 
in a 
famous passage in Ezekiel: 
“ Yet 
say ye. Why? doth not the son 
bear 
the 
iniquity of the father? 
When the son hath done th at 
which is lawful and right, and hath kept all my statutes, 


and hath done them , he shall surely live. 
“ The 
soul that sinneth, it shall die. The son shall 
not bear 
the iniquity of the father, neither shall 
the 
teth er bear the iniquity of the ion: 
the righteousness 
of the righteous shall be upon him , and the wickedness 
of the wicked shall be upon him .’* 


Herein lies the moral basis for judgment in the 
Landy Case in a country whose philosophy of life is 
presumably based on the Natural Law as revealed 
to man by God.

story of Noah, the m orals of the Hebrews are m ost 
strongly symbolized in the conduct of Ham gazing upon 
the nakedness of his fatner, Noah, who was drunk. The 
H ebraic moral is that even if a parent is evil, it is not 
the function of his son to sham e his father or m other. 
This law of life is inviolable if we are to have an 
organized society on a m oral basis.

Fund For The Republic Comes In For Criticism 


WASHINGTON—The “ Fund for 
the Republic” has been given a 
g ran t of $15,000,000 from the Ford 
Foundation “ to support activities 
directed toward the elim ination of 
restrictions on freedom of thought, 
inquiry 
and 
expression 
in 
the 
United States.” 
But. judging from its annual re­ 
p o rt just issued, the “ Fund for the 
Republic” is prim arily interested 
in investigating the investigators— 
the persons and institutions who 
recognize that a Comm unist con­ 
spiracy has existed in the United 
States and still exists. 
Nowhere in the report is there 
any mention of the most serious 
restriction—indeed, discrim ination 
—practiced by the Congress of the 
U nited States in prohibiting cor­ 
porations and labor unions from 
using their funds to engage in 
political discussions. Nor can cor­ 
porations deduct for tax purposes 
any expenses they m ay incur to 
engage 
in 
political 
activity 
or 
political expression directly neces­ 
sary to defend their com panies 
from being wiped out by socialism 
or comm unism. 


Pays Na Income Taxes 


The “ Fund for the Republic.” 
on the other hand, enjoys a tax­ 
free status.

Horror In Qued Zem

CASABLANCA 
The story of the sack of Qued 
Zem ha* already been told — how 
several thousand M oroccan tribes­ 
m an descended on the sm all town 
and slaughtered 51 F renchm en and 
m any more of their fellow Arab* 
hut. because it suggests how te r­ 
rible is the hatred which tortures 
this country, the story m ay he 
worth telling again, as it unfolded 
before this reporter's eyes 
l^ist Saturday evening the New 
York Herald Tribune s able corres­ 
pondent, B arrett M cGurn, who had 
m ade an expedition into the coun­ 
try side, brought hack reports of 
very had trouble in Hie area of 
the town of Qued Zem. So this re 
porter and a friend. B lair Clark of 
the Columbia B roadcasting Com­ 
pany. set off in a taxi shortly be 
fore dawn on Sunday for a look 
at Qued Zem 
Qued Zem is about 90 m iles from 
C asablanca. McGurn had been am ­ 
bushed by Moroccans on the sam e 
road the day before, and had been 
very lucky to escape 
So at first 
we had a certain tendency to peer 
anxiously ahead. But as day broke 
over the low. rolling hills, such 
anxieties began to seem silly, and 
the drive was 
like 
a 
pleasant 
country excursion. 
Burnt Out Shells 


The countryside in Morocco looks 
ridiculously like a 
picture post­ 
card depicting the M oroccan coun­ 
tryside. The cam els strike appro­ 
priate poses against the skyline, 
and people wander about, among 
spidery black tents, in m ore or 
less Biblical costum es. Clark re­ 
m arked that it looked like a com ­ 
bination of the Bible, 
the deep 
South, and the F ar W est, which 
it did. Then the conversation shift­ 
ed to such subjects as the diffi­ 
culties of foreign 
reporting 
and 
the frightful expense of educating 
children, and before we knew it 
we w ere in Qued Zem. 
As the 
A rab oriver picked his way care­ 
fully through the rubble, we fell 
silent. There whs an odd smell in 
the air, half sweet, 
half bitter. 
The sm all houses on both sides of 
the street were burnt out shells, 
with a whisp of sm oke still rising 
here and there, On the left was a 
gas station, built on the American 
model, with a fam iliar sign. Mobil- 
oil Mobilgas. and with the fam il­ 
iar “ Red Flying 
H orse” 
trade­ 
m ark. 
But the flying horse had 


been burned till the paint cracked 
anti through the open doorway of 
the burnt out gas station four or 
five 
corpses 
were 
visible 
in 
a 
tangled m ass. 
A little further down the road, 
there was another corpse, curled 
up in a sort of hall, so badly 
scorched that it was impossible to 
tell to what race it had once b e ­ 
longed. We passed a com pany of 
Foreign legion troops, and got out 
of the car A middle aged F ren ch 
woman with a huge bruise on her 
arm cam e trotting round the cor 
ner. carrying a squirrel rifle, and 
sobbing, her face contorted like a 
bally*. 
“Oh, it was terrible,” she said. 
although we had said nothing to 
her. "It w as terrible to hear tile 
children crying. I do not want to 
die, I do not want 
to die,' ” A 
white haired Frenchm an cam e a f­ 
ter her. carrying a shotgun, and 
m uttering half to himself “Oh. th is 
day I am asham ed to be a F re n c h ­ 
man, That they could not give us 
arm s, and the troops to com e so 
late.

Not Sorry To Go 
There were 
a 
few 
scattered 
shots from somewhere, and a fur­ 
ious young lieutenant ordered us 
out of Qued Zem on pain of death. 
We grum bled a little, hut we w ere 
not really sorry to go. We had 
seen what there was to be seen, 
and it w as enough. 
From a French reporter just out­ 
side of Qued Zem. and a railw ay 
worker, and a doctor, and others, 
we learned what had happened «— 
how the surrounding country peo­ 
ple had descended on the town in 
the m orning, to burn and kill. 
At any rate, as we rode back to 
Casablanca 
through 
the 
rolling, 
sunny countryside, we agreed that 
it seem ed somehow to have lost 
its peaceful, picture postcard look. 
We also agreed that what we had 
seen m ight have the most terrible 
consequences 
It was impossible even for an 
outsider to walk through the streets 
of 
ravaged 
Qued 
Zem 
without 
feeling an 
instinctive desire for 
revenge. 
It would be natural for 
the 
French 
to respond to 
this 
instinct, and it may even he in­ 
evitable. But. alas, revenge begets 
revenge

Check For Prizewinner

George A Moody, 435 Columbia Street, winner of the brewing company's cap guessing contest. Moody 
guessed a container in Schwarzenbach’s store held 15 360 caps. Actually, it held 15.373. Moody is 
employed by the Cumberland Transit Lines as a mechanic. Guesses rn the contest as to the number 
of caps ranged from 265 to a million. Moody arrived at his total of 15.360 caps by follow ing this system 
he filled a quart jar with bottle caps, total 145, added 15 to make up differt-nce in diameter between 
quart container and larger one used in display. Then he multiplied this by 4 to get 640 to gallon. He 
estimated the contest container to be 20 inches in diameter. 18 inches high, which he further esti­ 
mated would hold some 26 gallons. However, the top of the container was depressed and was not filled 
as completely as it would be with liquid, so he deducted 2 gallons, giving him a net of 24.
